On October 25, 2000, America’s Tele-Network Corporation (“ATN”) filed a motion 

for an extension of time to file its answer in the above-referenced case.  The motion is 

hereby granted and the time in which ATN may file an answer is continued generally.  

Additionally, the Commission, on its own motion, hereby continues generally the hearing 

scheduled for November 21, 2000 in this matter so that ATN and the Commission may 

engage in settlement negotiations.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. ATN’s motion for an extension of time in which to file an answer is 

granted.

2. The hearing scheduled for November 21, 2000 is continued generally.

3. In the event a settlement is not reached between the parties, no answer 

shall be due earlier than 60 days from the issuance of an Order scheduling a new 

hearing and no hearing shall be scheduled within 90 days of the issuance of said Order.
